Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  Annual  Report 
on  the  state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Redditch  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1964*  During  the  period  under  review, 
however,  I  have  little  first  hand  knowledge,  since  I  did  not  take  up 
my  appointment  until  the  2nd  November,  1964, 

My  comments  in  this  introduction  will  therefore  be  brief 
and  confined  to  a  few  vital  statistics* 

The  population  has  increased  from  35,430  in  1963  to 
35,960  in  1964,  according  to  the  estimate  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General*  The  birth  rate  increased  slightly  to  20*53  per  1,000  of 
the  population,  from  19.27  in  1963,  and  the  death  rate  declined  to 
12.1 4  per  1,000  of  the  population,  from  13*23  per  1,000  in  1963. 

As  a  cause  of  death  cancer  showed  an  increased  toll  amounting 
to  20.88 %  of  all  causes  of  death  in  1964,  compared  with  14.71%  in  1963. 
It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
during  the  year  and  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  declined  to  21  •  52 
per  1,000  live  births,  from  24.14  in  1963*  but  it  is  important  to 
remember  in  this  connection  that  rates  based  on  small  numbers  are  of 
only  limited  value . 

In  Circular  I/65  to  all  local  authorities,  the  Minister 
of  Health  has  directed  that  the  Report  should  indicate  whether  the 
arrangements  for  sewage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  district  are 
reasonably  adequate,  and  where  they  are  not,  the  Report  should 
state  in  what  areas  new  schemes  for  sewage  disposal  are  urgently 
needed.  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  R. A. Noonan,  Engineer  and  Purveyor, 
and  to  Mr.  R.G .Glanville ,  sewage  Works  Manager  for  the  comprehensive 
report  on  this  subject. 

The  average  number  of  persons  pbr  unit  of  accommodation 
in  the  town  remained  at  3.02  as  in  1963,  so  that  Red ditch’s  position 
continues  to  compare  very  favourably  with  other  localities.  Housebuild¬ 
ing  programmes  have  been  curtailed  in  view  of  the  designation  of  the 
area  as  a  New  Town.  During  the  year  11  persons  were  granted  priority 
rehousing  on  medical  grounds  as  compared  with  16  in  1963* 

I  am  most  grateful  to  Mr.  Champion,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  cooperation  and  enthusiasm,  and  all  the  department's 
staff  for  their  ready  and  not  inconsiderable  assistance.  I  should  like 
also  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the  Council, 
my  professional  colleagues  and  the  District  Officers,  for  the  welcome 
I  have  received  in  Redditch.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  IN  REDDITCH . 


The  main  sewage  works,  called  the  Ipsley  Works,  is  situated 
approximately  2  miles  south  east  of  the  town  centre*  The  present 
population  draining  to  the  works  is  26,000,  and  also  nearly  all  of 
the  industrial  premises*  The  works  were  designed  for  a  DWF  flow 
of  970,000  gals,  per  day,  but  since  the  works  were  opened  in  19^3 , 
they  have  had  to  take  an  overload  of  230,000  gals  per  day  from  the 
original  works  in  Arthur  Street,  which  had  been  expected  to  continue 
but  had  to  be  abandoned.  The  present  average  DWF  arriving  at  the 
works  is  1,500,000  gals  per  day,  of  which  50%  is  estimated  as  flow 
from  trade  premises.  The  trade  waste  is  predominantly  metallic 
wastes,  with  some  organic  wastes,  and  also  spent  gas  liquor.  A 
trade  waste  inspector  is  employed  to  operate  the  Council  Trade  Waste 
Charging  Scheme,  which  is  based  on  the  Magden  formula. 

The  works  consists  of  mechanical  screens  and  detritus  tanks; 
flow  recorder;  rectangular  two  stage,  manually  cleaned,  sedimentation 
and  storm  tanks;  circular  bacterial  filter  beds  and  upward  flow  humus 
tanks.  Sludge  treatment  is  by  cold  digestion  lagoons,  constructed  in 
1962,  followed  by  drying  beds.  There  is  no  room  for  sludge  tipping  on 
site  and  all  sludge  has  to  be  removed. 


The  effluent  produced  is  not  to  the  required  River  Board  Standard, 
due  to  the  difficult  industrial  sewage  and  the  increased  loading  on  the 
filter  beds  from  a  designed  63  gallons  per  cubic  yard  per  day  to  95  gallons 
per  cubic  yard  per  day.  The  increased  flow  causes  difficulties  in  sediment 
ation,  especially  of  the  filter  bed  effluent,  and  full  scale  plant  experi¬ 
ments  to  see  if  micro-straining  could  improve  the  removal  of  solids  from 
the  filter  bed  effluent,  are  being  carried  out.  It  is  essential,  to 
maintain  efficient  working  of  Works, that  the  primary  sedimentation 
tanks  are  desludged  regularly,  and  to  enable  this  to  be  carried  out, 
sufficient  dry  bed  capacity  must  be  available.  Four  new  drying  beds, 
(total  area  of  3,600  sq.yds.,)  and  fitted  'with  a  mechanical  sludge 
lifter  have  just  been  constructed.  This  will  ensure  sufficient  drying 
bed  capacity. 


The  area  of  Redditch ,wost  of  the  central  ridge,  is  served  by 
several  small  works.  The  Astwood  Bank  works  serves  a  population  of 
2,200,  and  a  flow  of  80,000  gallons  per  day.  The  Hunt  End  works 
serves  a  population  of  3,6-00  and  a  flow  of  110,000  gallons  per  day. 
The  Feckenham  Works  serves  a  population  of  450,  and  a  flow  of  19,000 
gallons  per  day.  The  Webheath  works  serves  a  population  of  65O  and 
a  flow  of  24,000  gallons  per  day. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  IN  REDDITCH  CONTINUED. 


With  the  exception  of  the  Webheath  works,  all  the  Works  are 
overloaded  and  do  not  produce  effluents  of  the  required  standard. 

The  Works  are  of  normal  construction  (except  for  Feckenham)  with 
manual  screens  and  detritus  pits,  manual  cleaned  rectangular  sedimen¬ 
tation  tanks,  circular  bacterial  filter  beds  and  rectangular  humus 
tanks.  The  Feckenham  Works  are  tanks  followed  by  land  irrigation. 

The  sewage  drying  facilities  at  all  the  works  are  inadequate,  and 
lead  to  desludging  difficulties.  The  humus  tanks  capacity  at  all 
works  are  too  low  and  the  major  reason  for  poor  effluents  is  their 
high  suspended  solid  content.  The  effluent  produced  at  Feckenham  is 
not  up  to  standard  as  the  area  of  land  is  too  small  and  is  sewage  sick. 

There  are  also  three  very  small  plants  serving  just  a  few  houses . 
These  are  Crump fields  Lane  Works,  fitted  with  septic  tanks,  rotary 
distributor  and  humus  tanks.  The  effluent  is  good.  The  Manor  House 
has  a  septic  tank  and  tipping  tray  filter.  The  effluent  is  not  good 
as  no  settlement  of  humus  is  given.  There  is  also  a  septic  tank  serving 
the  Bordesley  ares.,  which  will  be  abandoned  when  the  new  sewer  to 
Ipsley  is  constructed  this  year. 


Schemes  for  an  extension  to  the  Ipsley  Works  and  a  single  works 
to  serve  all  the  outside  works  have  been  drawn  up,  by  the  Council’s 
consulting  Engineers,  but  none  of  this  work  can  proceed  until  it  is 
known  what  the  New  Town  Development  Corporation  finally  decide. 


The  present  position  is  that  the  Ipsley  Works  will  continue 
until  a  new  works  to  serve  the  whole  of  the  development  area  can  be 
built.  This  woul d  appear  to  be  south  of  the  development  area  to 
ensure  that  no  pumping  is  involved.  To  enable  development  to  proceed 
until  the  first  stage  of  the  proposed  new  works  is  constructed,  an 
estimated  five  years,  the  Ipsley  Works  wrill  be  temporarily  modified 
so  as  to  take  a  DWF  of  2,000,000  gallons  per  day.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  will  be  achieved  by  the  use  of  micro-straining  temporary 
storage  lagoons,  but  should  this  not  produce  satisfactory  effluent, 
provision  is  being  made  to  treat  the  surplus  sewage  on  22  acres  of 
land  adjacent  to  the  Ipsley  Works,  which  were  purchased  for  the 
original  proposed  extension.  It  is  estimated  that  the  proposed 
removal  of  discharged  spent  ge,s  liquor  from  the  sewers  would  be 
equivalent  to  the  load  from  1,000  houses.  At  the  end  of  the  temporary 
period,  the  excess  flow  to  the  Ipsley  ’Works  over  the  designed  DWF  of 
970,000  gallons  will  be  diverted  to  the  new  works.  The  Ipsley  Works  will 
continue  to  operate  until  the  end  of  its  economic  life,  an  estimated 
10  to  15  years,  when  the  works  will  be  abandoned  and  the  whole  flow 
treated  at  the  new  works.

No  information  is  available  on  the  position  of  the  outside 
works.  These  could  be  pumped  to  the  proposed  new  works,  but  it 
may  be  more  economical  to  construct  a  works  to  serve  these 
separately , 


The  New  Town  Development  Corporation  are  shortly  to 
apply  for  sewage  disposal  powers  under  Section  9  of  the  New  Town 
Act ,  19^6.

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ICE  CREAM: 


One  hundred  and  eight  premises  are  registered  to  retail  ice  cream  and 
of  these  four  are  registered  to  manufacture.  During  the  year  97  inspections 
were  made  and  14  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  7 
samples  taken  for  chemical  analysis 


Bacteriological  Samples 

There  are  four  provisional  grades  for  ice  cream*  Grades  1  and  2  are 
satisfactory  and  grades  3  &  4  are  unsatisfactoryOf  the  14  samples  13  were 
grade  1  and  1  was  grade  4,  After  investigation  repeat  samples  from  the 
unsatisfactory  premises  were  grade  1. 


The  minimum  chemical  standard  for  ice  cream  is  5$  fat  and  7/$  solids 
not  fat*  Of  the  samples  taken  the  highest  fat  content  was  11.6$  and  the 
lowest  6.374  The  average  was  9 #1$.  The  highest  total  solids  content  was 
23.6/j  and  the  lowest  17*7$*  The  average  was  21.2$.

1,224  inspections  were  made  at  food  premises  as  compared  with  1,073 
the  previous  year.  Of  the  35  butchers  shops,  12  are  multiple  concerns. 

Three  local  butchers  use  licensed  slaughterhouses  situated  outside  the 
district.  The  remaining  butchers  buy  off  the  hook  from  Wholesalers  operating 
from  Stratford,  Kidderminster  and  Bromsgrove. 

One  large  bacon  factory  with  facilities  for  handling  2,500  pigs  a  week 
is  situated  in  the  area  but  at  present  its  output  is  far  below  potential. 

The  Council  make  a  charge  of  6d  per  pig  inspected  which  produced  an  income 
of  £509.l6o for  1964. 

A  Redditch  resident  complained  of  the  condition  of  two  meat  pies 
purchased  from  a  shop  within  the  urban  district.  The  pies  were  mouldy  and 
not  of  the  nature,  substance  and  quality  demanded*  This  case  was  taken  to 
court  and  a  fine  of  £5. 5.0  imposed. 

Two  other  complaints  were  received  concerning  food.,  namely: - 
a  loaf  of  bread  containing  a  fly  and  a  metal  clip  in  a  faggot.  In  each  of 
these  cases  a  warning  was  given.

OFFICES, SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,1963 


This  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Labour  L.A. 
Circular  5*  It  should  be  noted  that  no  additional  staff  has  been  engaged 
specifically  to  implement  this  Act  because  we  have  not  yet  obtained 
sufficient  experience  of  the  work  involved. 


For  the  first  three  months  attention  was  focussed  on  the  applications  for 
registration  and  although  considerable  publicity  was  given  to  this  matter 
it  was  found  that  applications  were  not  coming  in  as  expected  at  the  early 
stages.  To  help  in  this  respect  Public  Health  Inspectors  when  visiting 
shops,  canteens,  etc  invited  applications  to  be  made  and  left  forms  for 
completion.  A  total  number  of  263  applications  for  registration  were  re¬ 
ceived  and  in  each  case  a  duplicate  was  sent  to  the  Fire  Authority. 


As  can  be  seen  from  the  following  report  the  work  of  inspection  of 
premises  was  commenced  in  1964  and  a  total  of  12  premises  inspected  involv¬ 
ing  28  visits.  The  occupiers  were  informed  informally  of  any  contraventions 
and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  difficulties  have  so  far  been  met  with 
in  obtaining  compliance.  One  inspector  is  at  present  concentrating  on  this 
work  and  it  is  estimated  on  our  present  limited  experience  that  it  will 
during  the  next  year  take  up  3Qo  of  his  time*
